Dear Sir: A \isit to J. Henry Ditto 
at Vine Grove, Ky., was one of great 
pleaaure aad interest last week. 

Mr. Ditto aad aoa, Stanley, are feed- 
ing IflO haad of cattle. They bogaa in 
October aad expect to flalah la laaaary 
after 100 days foadiag. Thaaa maa are 
among the sucoeisful silo feeders. They 
believe in silage feeding, it puti from 
3 to 4 pounds a d.iy on their cattle 
They build their own siios — use double 
flooring on walli and wooden hoops of 
four layers ^^8X4. One silo has been in 
use for eighteen years and they have 
nevar tpaat a cent on it for rapaira and 
bava aavar loat any sUaga. 

Vroa oaperiaaoo, thay lutva learned 
tba proper ataga tocatia their corn. 
Not only do they make a flna beef, but 
tbey make quantities of manure and 
this alone practically pays the expense 
of feeding or a profit. Tlie heavier and 
better the corn, the bettt-r the silage. ' 

A strange thing is, that un inex 
perienced person does not know that 
the cattle will eat up all the heavy stalk 
of the corn before tbey will the blades, 
shuck and tassel. 

ThMa maa loaa practically aotbiag in 
their aUaga. Tbatr taeoaai la feeding 
is tbeir aaaatr of feeding and watch- 
ing their cattle's digestion and appe- 
tites. One man feeds at a barn and 
takes about two hours in feeding 
Feeds around and gives them time to 
clean this up i>retty well and then he 
Ijives them another until the cattle luve 
had enough and begin to bacK off from 
the troughs. , 

The cattle tbey are feeding averaged 
OOOto MOOpoaadk whoa pat ap, aad ex- 
poettwhaa flaiihod to tara tiMai out 
1 JOO to 1,400 poaada. Alt aaeapt one 
load Already sold at 11 cents. So there 
will be some cheque coming— fully 
$15,000 or more. 

This was not all I saw or had. I hud 
three d us of fioe bird hunting, an okl- 
faishoned wood tire and some sure 
enough country eats of old ham and 
other good things. Jno. T. Ditto.
